rRUDRiOHSRUHE, Muroh 25 — Prinoo Bis- 
marck rcoalved the members of the Prus- 
sian diet and mdny members of the reiohstag 
to-day. tChe members of the FrnsBian 
lower house were the first to arrive. They 
were welcomed by Count Herbert Bis- 
marck, who asked them to wait 
at the station for tho arrival 
of tho members of the upper honee. 
Suddenly there was a cry of " Bistharok 
comesj" and to tho aurpriae of all the old 
Chancellor appeared upon tho platform un 
expaotodly and contrary to the programme 
The Pflnoo was attired in a full Reneral 
uniform with ouiraea and helmet. He wore 
a long grey cloak and carried a walking 
stick, though ho did not use it. He 
wulkcj erect and with a firm 
step, and was attended by his 
chief forester, Don Laoge and Count Stol- 
berg. Prince Bismarok was driven to the 
caatle, tho members walking. The entire 
delegation assembled around the terrace fac- 
inp tho lawn. Count Stolberg, Her von 
KooUcr, the Proaaian minister of the inter- 
ior, and President Yoa Levetzaw walked 
tbroagb the oastlo to tho terrace, where 
eaoh msde a short speech of congratulatioa. 

Blimarolc replied in a olear voice, "Ac- 
cept my warmest tbanlcs for the honor you 
have rendered me. ■ It is- tome the highest 
diatlootion to see snoh a noble assembly 
united here. 1 should be ashamed of the 
honor jwere It not tor the work I hays done, 
rather than my person only. QDhe credit for 
the politioal results achieved I share with 
those co-operating with me, and above all 
with my greatly worshipped good maater, 
now deutl, under whom I worked so long." 

Here the good ex Chancellor stopped 
speaking and cried bitterly, the aaaombly in 
tho meanlimo being greatly airootod. Re- 
gaining his compoeuro somewhat the Prince 
reaumed hia remarks in a voice choked with 
emotion. 

What," ho said, " could I have done 
without hig aid and that of hia powerful 
army ? 1 would have stuck in the aama hog 
tnat fruatrated all previous attempts at 
German unity. Our dynasties, thank God, 
are still powerful in their countrlea (oheere), 
and especially tho King of Pruaala iaablo to 
put a powerful army into the eervice of the 
national interest. This was my aim at 
Frankfort-on the-Main, and I have always 
fallowed ib. Thanks to our Emperor Wil- 
liam I and Lis federated aovereigna, more 
was dons than diplomacy could do. I( the 
Emperor had not ordered the mobllizition of 
the Btmlos in 1866 70, what would hove bo- 
oome,of Germany! Someone (meaning 
Professor 'Virchow) has said that my ac- 
tions did nob impress him well. 
Ho and his party never Impresaed 
me as adding strength to the country. Tho 
dynasties fought harder with each other 
than any of the parliamentary factions 
fought. We fought Bavaria and Saxony, 
yet wiien the need arose we grasped each 
others hsnds and marched together against 
onr oommon foe. Among the par- 
liamentary faotions the dissension is deeper 
and more healing and oommon action seems 
exoladed. Federal govemments prove to be 
better for the people than parliamontaj^ 
faotions. With federated govemments 
national Interests are always above all 
other considerations. An loDg as we 
can rely upon this true national 
feeling of our Princes I shall nob bo alarmed 
for tho fiituro of tho empire. I wiah thia 
feeling were more strongly exprosaed by 
tho diets of the Gormiiin states. The 
I'ruseiana, tho Kivarianp, and the 
Saxons, though having (MIerent diets, 
aro always Germans and nob like 
tho inbubitanta of Sv.oden and Norway, 
distinct peoples. The dicta ought to tuke a 
larger Interest in the foreign policy. They 
ought to disouas what la known about the 
inslruotiona a foreign minister rocoivea and 
what he does. In tho federal council the 
budget for salaries of foreign ministers al- 
ways oll'iira a chance for debuting the for- 
eign policy. Thia would tend to revive in 
tho empire national feeling, which ia not of 
late manifesting itself as strongly as I could 
wish. 

'* Thero is no doubb that there are people 
who labor under tho erroneous improasion 
that there are two separate and independent 
governments in Berlin. There ie liut ono.' 
I am sorry I cannot directly take part in 
the management of ufTjtira," Hero the 
ez-ChsDoeiior vras interrupted by shouts 
of "So are we." With a wave 
of bis band Prinoe Bismarok oon- 
tinned; "No, I am not well enough to 
CO operate with yon praotioally." (Choera 
and cries of " Yes, you are.") "But my 
ideas are with you, perhaps more than is 
proper for an old man like myself. But I 
annot help myself, I oanoot drive awaywhat 
has beoome an habitnal interest through life- 
long work. I cannot now express my feelings 
batter than by iinpresaing upon you, ospooi- 
ally you members of the landtag, that you 
must hold fast to tho national idea and 
remember that In Prussia alao we do not 
follow the Brandonberg or Pruaaian policy, 
bub tho Imperial German policy. In thia 
Bcnao I call upon you for three cheers for 
tho Kaiser." The cheers wore given 
heartily. 

When quiet was restored Prinoo Bismarok 
added: "Ivory much wish I was ablo to 
recoivo you all aa my guests, but there ie no 
room in my houoo. Although there is room 
In the narrowcBt hut for happy lovers, thoru 
ia not room for 4.50." The concluding re- 
marks of the cx Chanoollor wore greeted 
with laughter, ond ho retired for luncheon 
with tho presidents of tho budioa repre- 
sented. 

Counts William and Herbert Bismarok 
and Count von Rantzau, tho cr Chancal- 
lor's aon lD-law, wore alao preaent. Tho 
deputies departed for their homes on their 
speoial trains. 

The Daily News correspondent in Berlin 
ssys : " The government has^not yet de- 
cided bow to act, bub ib is almost certain to 
take advantage of tho first pretext to dis- 
eolvo tho reiohstag before Easter.

HAWAII ACTING FAIELY. 

steps to Test in the Courts the Constitution 
ality of Recent Deportations. 

'Vancoutkb, March 25.— (Special)— Ten 
days ago a man Darned HouIk arrived in 
Vanoonver, B.O., and represented himself 

as a lawyer sent by the Hawaiian govern- 
ment to look into the oase ponding between 
the three deported men, Cranston, MuUer 
and Johnston, and the Canadian-Australian 
Steamship Company, whose vessel carried 
them away from Hawaii. Honk ocnld nob 
produce any papers anbstantiating his story 
and those who oouid give him information 
refused to do so. 

A week later E. P. Davis, Q.G., who has 
the case for the steamship company, but 
pracbioaliy for the Hawaiian government, 
gob a letter , from minister of foreign 
affairs Hatch advising him that Judge Ad- 
vocate Kinney, prosecuting attorney in the 
late, court-martial at Honolulu would call on 
him. Judge Kinney's visit was ' kept so 
secret that, although he came by way 
of San Franolsco, , he had itfo 'Van- 
oouver on his return before the 
nature of his visit was ascertained. He 
oalied. upon one person only, lawyer Ddvis. 
He oame to him armed with' yoluminoua 
dcaameatary^ evidence bearing upon the 
oase in point, and said he had been sent by 
the Hawaiian government to tho Coast for 
tho purpose of mastering the details of tho 
case. That government wore so much inter- 
ested that they had given him power to en- 
gage the best counsel obtainable to watch 
the case for them. If necessary they would 
carry the caae to the privy council. They 
knew they had power to deport men at their 
pleaaure and would have ib so demonstrated 
by the courts. Further than that, they 
wished to prove the fairness of their caueo 
so that the powers would not beoome un- 
friendly. They conaidor the olaims of the 
men preposteroue, as thoy want $!), 000 each 
while they were barely eking out an exist- 
ence in Honolulu previous to their being de- 
ported. 

Lawyer Divis said that it is true there is 
an agreement between the Hawaiian govern- 
ment and the steamship company, bub hav- 
ing aeen tho agreement ho was satisfied it 
was not binding on the government,

Shot by An Escaped Jap Bat Klot Dangerously 
Wounded— Farther Military OperaUons. 

London, March 25. — The Central News 
oorrespondent in tEokio says that, an at- 
tempt was made to assassinate = Li Hung 
Chang in a street of Simonseki yesterday 

afternoon. Li was returning from the 
peace conference accompanied by several of 
hiB suite. A youne Japanese ran up to him 
and fired a pistol in his face. The young 
man was seized and disarmed by tho police. 
At the station house he gave his name as 
Koyama and his age as 21. The bullet en- 
tered below the eye. 

Immediately ho heard of the shooting the 
Emperor senb two of his principal surgeons 
to attend the Chinese envoy and also sent 
bis principal aide-de-camp with messages 
from himself and the empress. The Japanese 
parliament passed a resolution deploring the 
attempt to assassinate Chang. 

LI Hung Chang was reported late at night 
to be progreaaing favorably. The bullet 
penetrated the bono a third of an inch, but 
tho wound, the surgeons now eay, is not 
Berioua. 

The parleying In regard to an armistice 
coatinnes. Japan demands Shanhai Kwan 
and other unoccupied positions, and these 
demands have been yielded. 

The Japanese forces succeeded in taking 
the Peseadore islands on March 24. The 
troops were landed and attacked the forts 
in the rear, where they were. andefended, 
and carried them by assault. 

London, March 25.— The Times' cor- 
rcspoudent in Kobe says that Korea has re- 
fuBed a Japanese loan to have been made on 
the condition of repayment in five yeara, 
Tho oorrespondent in Hongkong says that 
tho Chinese are taking measures to defend 
Foochow, Amoy and tswatow. Tho rising 
in Muiluk is local and ia not spreading.

BRVEK8TOKE. 

(From the Kootenay Mall ) 
Three new railways in West Kootenay, if 
not four, are likely to make good progress 
towarda completion this year, even if they 
do nob net into full operation. The Arrow 
Lake branch of the C.P.R. will, without a 
doubt, be extended from Wigwam to tho 
Upper lake. Conneotlng there with the 
sroamer for Nakuap, and thence by the 
Nakusp it Slooan railway to the Slooan 
mines, a regular shipment of ore can be 
made all winter without interruption. The 
Kaalo tt Slocin railway is reported to be 
uoder oontraoti for completion by the lat of 
September. Thia line with its outlet on 
Kootenay lake will not only bo a direct 
oompoting route for many of the mines now 
shipping via Nakuap, but will give trans- 
portation to many now mines so far not 
within the reach of railway or steamer. The 
wisdom of the legislature in withholding 
from the Red Mountain Railway Company 
an extension of Ita charter, aa prayed for, 
will reanlt in the immediate construotioa 
of the rpad, and perhaps a seoond line 
from the Columbia at Trail to the mines 
will be built by the O.P.B. lb is entirely 
lafe to aay that bad the extenaion been 
granted, not even one road would have 
been built this year. The mine owners of 
Trail creek can bub be gratified that instead 
of no road at all, aa might have been the 
caae if the charter had been extended, 
they will now have one at leaat if not two 
railways entering their camp before the end 
of 1S9,"> 

The paragraph in this iiane relating to 
the market for ailvar in China, Japan and 
the Jndiea, from a San Franoiaoo dispatoh, 
deaervea to be atudied by the silver produc- 
ers of thia province. Tho precioua mineral 
is certainly here in untold abundance ; and 
the means of traneportatiou by the Empress 
line of steamers from Vancouver, is shorter 
and better than by way of San Francisco. 
All that is wanting then is the smelting 
of the ores, the refining of theroaulting buls 
lion, and the enterprise to find a market for 
tho product. There are smelters In the 
province at the present time. One at Pilot 
Bay Is now turning out bullion, and two car- 
loads have been already shipped to an 
American refinery. A amolter at Golden is 
waiting for a supply of ore ; and tho sam- 
pling works and smelter of the Kootenay 
Smelting Syndicate at Revjlstoko can be 
very soon put in order to receive ore. 
It is not enough that B. C. orea should ba 
smelted on thia side of tho boundiry ; tho 
bullion should be refined hero, and when 
the market is found for the ailver and lead 
outalde of the States, the mine owners will 
be benefited about $35 to the ton of ore. 
The market for silver and other countries at 
the west, belongs as much to ours as to any 
country if we show the entorprlBo that 
will enable ua to get it. And as for our 
lead, we believe that China ia the proper 
and even the natural place for ita ooneump- 
tion, and will be just aa soon aa the monopo- 
Ilea and trade reatriotiona with which that 
country ia ahaokled by Europe, can be 
broken. 

The work of improving Kootenay rapida, 
for the benefit of steamer navigation, which 
has been going forward under the direction 
of Mr. F. C. Gamble, Dominion engineer, 
for eomo time, has now been practically 
iiniahod. Ic conalated of about 1,000 foot of 
crib-work. Tho criba are located on tho 
edge of deep water to prevent stoamora from 
drifting on tho bar at places whore tho 
rapida are strong If any further improve- 
ment ia projected, it will doubtloaa be a 
deepening of the channel whoro rocks or the 
hard clay of the riverbed need blasting out 
for the advantage of navigation in low 
water.

Nob many days ago a prominent 0. P. R. 
cliioial waa visiting at Throe Forks, and 
while there got into conversation with a 
husinesB man who knowa a thing or two 
about) New Denver. The talk centred upon 
the building of the proposed Kaslo & Slocan 
railway and ita effeob upon the country. 
The railway man came onft bluntly and 
stated that the C, P. B. would never let a 
foreign road out them out bf their own ter- 
ritory. He stated that it was tacitly under- 
stood ut headiiuartors that so soon ns dirt 
uommoncod to Uy on the Kaalo road juat so 
soon would tho C. P. R. oommonoe opera- 
tions on thia aide. An extension would bo 
run from the N. k S. R. through thia town, 
bridging Carpenter creek and reaching tho 
higher levola on the other side. The 
road would then follow up the pass, 
close to the Mountain Chief mine, 
and head for Sindon and Cody oroek — 
giving a bettor grade, bo less liable 
to elides, and afifording the big minou an 
opportunity to ahip their orea in bulk with- 
out Backing or extra handling. The preaenb 
track was on tho wrong side cf the paaa, 
and unless the north fork of tho Carpenter 
gave some ovldenoea of shipping ore, the 
road from here up would bo ahmdoned. 
From here the main line of tho Crow's Nest 
road would run down thn lake ahoro to top 
the oampa along Four, Eight and Ten Mile 
creeks ; follow tho Slooan river, and con- 
nect with the C. & K. railway at Slooan 
Crossing, liy the uniting of the latter road 
to the N. & Fo. S. R. at Nelson, through 
transit could bo had direct to tho amoltera. 
Ore would be loaded on the cars at the minea 
and taken to its destination direct. New 
Denver would then be made a divisional 
point, or janotion, and it waa far too im- 
portant a town to be overlooked aa it had 
been. (Thongh attention would neoeaaarily 
be directed to the extension of the road 
northwards to the main line of the C.P.R , 
yet the first move wonld be to make oonneo- 
tiona to the sentb.

Circumstances oi the Steamer's De- 
strnction the Subject of a 
Coi'ouor'a Inquiry. 



Uate Clirlsteuseu in tlie Witness Box 
—Law's Body Alone Be- 
covered, 

1 The search for the bodies of the viotima of 
the Veloa diaaater oontfnned Suad&y and 
yaaterdsy, bnti withont reanlt. Several 
amsll boats were atilizad, oud the shore 
from Ross bay all the way to Cadboro beaoh 
was carefally protpected ; it la now accepted 
as a probability that none of the four bodies 
claimed by the sea will be recovered antil 
deoompoaition haa gommenoed and they rise 
to the anrfaoa. !Fhe top of the steBmot's 
mmt ia still etandiof; out of the water to 
mark tho econo of tho fatality and indioato 
that tho ill-f.vtod Veloa baa nob yot gone to 
plecoB, iJiver MoHardio haa tako:i the con 
tract to salve all tho wreckage that ia worth 
the trouble of recovery, and ia puahiog 
operations as ([uicUly aa poaaiblo with tho 
aid of the atettmer Sadto, acojvs and 
derrick. A uouaiderablo portion of the 
machinery, includiog one of the boilers, ia 
now aafoly etorod away, but tho hull, from 
which tho bottom has fallen, ia not worth 
attention. Tho furco of rho gale in which 
the steamer and tho mujority of her orew 
were lost ia evidenced by tho fact that when 
the hawser oooneotiog her with her tow 
waa hauled out, the oapstan of the eteamer 
waa found attached, it having been wrenched 
dear from ita faatenlngF. 

At 3:30 yeaterday afcemoon the coroner 
opened hla formal inquiry into the cause of 
the diaaater. Mesara. William Biokford 
(foreman)', H. B. Ella, Charlea Braund, R 
J. Stylea, William O'Conner, and C. J. 
Wilkea beiatt aworn aa a jnry.to view tho 
body of Aaatatant Eaglneer William Law, 
and determine aa to bow he met bia death. 
Mr. W. A. Ward attended aa the represen- 
tative of the ownera of the ateamer. Captain 
Anderson while progressing favorably »c the 
Jubilee hoapital ia atill in a critical condi- 
tion, according to Dr. Djkvie'a certifijatp, 
and in order that his evidence may next be 
taken, tbo inquest wai — after Mate Chrie- 
tensen had cold hia story — adjourned until 
Monday next at 2 o'clock. The funeral of 
poor Liw takes place this afternoon, from 
the family realdence on Queen'a avenue. 
Adjutant Archibald of the Salvation Army 
having ohurgo cf tho arrangements. 

Andrew Curiatanaen, on being aworn yea- 
terday, told praotibsUy the aama atory aa he 
did to the Colonist on Saturday afternoon. 
Ho said : 

"I am a mariner living In Victoria, 
and was mate of the sceamur Veloa. 
I rec3gniz3 the body of the deceased aa that 
of William Ijiw, aaaiatant engineer of 
the VeloH, whom I last aaw alivo on the 
deck of thitatenmcr at about ten minutea 
to eleven on Friday night laat. Wo left 
Victoria at 9:30 p.m. Friday for Haddlnc;- 
ton and Nideon iaUnda, and went iualde 
of Trial island, between the msinUnd and 
the island, tho wind at the time blowing a 
gale from tho southeast and tho fI.>od tide 
meeting the wind. We had the barge Pilot 
in tow at tho time. 

" Thinking the weather too rough to pro- 
ceed wo attempted to tarn and come back to 
Victoria. We were at this time about a 
mile and a half through the Trial island p.t8- 
aage. Aa we ware turning, having eaaed 
down our apeed,' the wheel ohaioa carried 
away,:ja8t aa we were about to put on onr 
•onns for the inaide pasaage. lii waa the 
aea atriking ..the rudder that cauaed the 
«haina to break, and almoab before we knew 
they had broken, we atmok a rook lying 
out from the main ialand. 

** We attempted to lower our boats — we 
did not let down an anchor — but the steam- 
er filled so quckly that it waa impossible to 
lower them and they were washed out of 
the davita afterwarda — the aea waa breaking 
right over the steamer. 

" I was on deck when the wheel chains 
broke, my epooial duty at the time being to 
look after the hawser. I was consulted when 
it was determined to turn back and gave it 
as my opinion that it was the only thing to 
do. lb would have been impossible for the 
ateamer to have gone on even without her 
tow — she could not hare got through. 

" When our boats carried away I saw the 
barge Pilot coming down on na and I knew 
that I had no time to olear the boats, bo I 
sung out to tho rest of them to get ready for 
a jump to tho barge. There worn on deck 
at tho time Captain Anderson, Chlet Engi- 
neer Bloor, his aBaiotant, William Law, Huh 
Smith, the fiook, and the deckhand, Frank 
Duncan. Mr. Adams was not on deck. I 
saw him last in tho galley aomo time pre- 
tIoub. 

" Thinking that tho bargo would go right 
througti tlia Veloa I jumped for tho hawoer, 
which waaalaok at this time, caught it and 
climbed aboard the Pilot. She waa then 
only about thrco foot away and somowhat 
higher out of tho water than the ateamer. 
She remained oinso to the steamer for just 
one sea — aho struck a rock which turned her 
out of her course before aho could bit tho 
Velos. Frank Duucaa attempted to follow 
me up the hawser, bub ( could not see what 
became of him. I got up the hawaar aafely 
and aboard the Pilot. After I left the Veloa 
I did not see what the othera were doing. 
a?he barge aheered off and atopped again 
aome 40 or 50 feet from the Veloa. We had 
on the VsIoB life belta enough for everyone 
aboard ; I gave no order for tho life belta to 
be taken nor beard anoh order given. I 
know that the captain and William Law 
had life belta, though I did not aea them 
with them on before I left the ateamer. 

" When I got on tho Pilot there was no 
pooaiblo way of getting back to the Veloa to 
eavo the othera. We had but one boat 
on tho burije, and wo attempted to 
lower it. It^ waa smashed aa aoon 
aa it struck the water. Then wo tightened 
the hawser up fothat tho men on tho steamer 
might) cross on it if they'd take tho risk, but 
none of thoni took tho chancu. Wo could uo 
absolutely notliing for tho roocuo of thoHo on 
tho steumur ; wo oouUi hoar tliem Cilling 
but could not understand what they said, 
nor could they make out what we aald to 
them. Wo oonld not aee them in the dark-

To .Tutor S, J. Styles— "The galley woa 
on tho dock ; it waa not carried away before 
I loft tho V0I08." 

To tho Foreman— On tho Pilot there 
wore Hfo-proscrvora enough tor tho crow of 
tho barce — that was all. Wo had no chonoo 
to throw a lino to thoao on the ateamer." 

To Juror Wilkea— " 1 did not know that 
the wheel chains had carried away until tho 
oapbain told me In the morning that that 
waa what had caused the accident. 

To Mr. W. A. WMd, representing the 
ateamer owneri—" When we left port it waa 
blowtag freah from the acntb east ; the 
captain did not apeak to me before we left 
Viotorla aa to the adviaabiUty of going out. 
I have been oiit before in aa baa weather 
and with a tow. The objocb of going when 
we did waa so that wo could get to Nolaon 
ialand and land onr passengers by daylight. 

"The Pilot waan't too mooh for the 



Veloi ; aha oould tow her eaally in any 
weather ahe eoald livo in henelf ; aa we 
were making the turn we alowed up to ease 
the hawier ; !t waa at that time I should 
think that the wheel ehatna carried away ; 
i'. waa equally and dark and we oonld not 
see the low part of Trial ialand.'' 

In conBC(|uence of the many oonflioting 
reports aa to where blame for the aooident 
should rest — if it attaehea to anybne— it is 
quite pogsihlo that a formal Icquiry will be 
asked for. Steamboat Inspector J. A. 
Thomson said yesterday that ho thought the 
coroner's Irqulry would be sufficient, though 
tho o.^rryiog of tho twenty-four paBBongers 
on tho Pilot waa a oloar violation of the law 
— It being provided that in such ooaes both 
bargo and luc should bo formally inspected 
and pormieaion obtained. 

Tho report waa current yeatcrrUy after- 
noon that tho body of Arthur Itlnnr, the 
chief oneinocr, had bcun seen floatinQ, 
buoyed up by a life preserver, at Foul bay. 
No one otu'd bo found, however, who had 
himself Been the body or had any informa- 
tion regarding U from a reliable aource. 
Bloor was '>t the time of hia death 35 yeara 
of ago and slnglo. Ho waa a native of Shrop- 
shire, EcgUnd, where hia parents atlll re- 
side, and had a brother, Simaon Bloor, of 
Sc Lnuia street, and a eiatar, Mrs Comfort, 
living here. The news of poor Bob Smith's 
death hnj been sent; to hia aged mothf-r in 
England, and VV, K. Duncan, Frank Dun- 
can's brother from WoatmlDStcr, arrived in 
the city Sunday to join in the cearch for hia 
body. 

Mrs. Liw, who with her three little ones 
ia left absolutely doatituto by the calamity 
that widowed her, baa not yet recovered 
from the terrible firat shock of her grief. 
She has n fused all cnnaolation. and alta dry- 
eyed and bereft almost of reason in the 
darkened home. Poor Law had only recent- 
ly secured the berth on the steamer which 
he held at the time of hia death, having 
been homo on sick list for eight months be 
fore. He waa atill In feeble health and 
therefore less capable of wltbatandlng the 
terrible strain of the fatal night. A more 
deaervlng case for the expreasion of pnbl c 
rympkthy, Aijubsnt Arohibald aays, oonld 
not be fouod — and that expression should be 
f 'he moaii anbstantial kind. 
Frank Duncan's ooat waa found yesterday 
nn the San Pedro, where it had drifted with 
tho tides. It ia sappoacd that he took it off 
:jo that he might have a better chance of 
swimming.

olal olaase In the Constitation gave 
them the right to appeal to the Governor- 
in Gounoil against any aotof the Legislature 
In the matter of edcoation which In their 
oplnioQ gave them same to complain. Here 
ItU: 

"An appeal; liiBllvIie to^; the Governor- 
General-in-CounoIl froin any'Aot or decision 

of the Legislature of the Province or of aay 
Provincial authority, affaoling any r'ghc or 
privilege of the Protostant or Roman Catbo- 
lio minority of the Queen's snbjeots in rela- 
tion to education." 

Ihia lav being on); the Stalinte ^ook of 
Manitoba, the JudioiSi Gomtaittee oonid not 
Bay : " We have decided that the school low 
of iMauitob'^ is constitutional, and conse- 
quently every inhabitant of the Province 
must aubmib to it until it is repealed in due 
ooarae by a majority of the Legislature. " The 
reply of the aggrieved minority would be : 
" If yon take a look at the law yon will 
-Bnd that we have a right to appeal against 
any Sahool Act paaaed by the Legislature of 
Manitoba that in our opinion afTeota us pre 
judicially, no matter whether it is consti 
tutional or not." And the Committee, after 
giving the case most careful oonslderation, 
decided that they had that right, and Mr. 
Dalton McCarthy has declared that the deci 
sion is sound in law. 

These who rellacb can see that the Judicial 
Committee of the Privy Council may have 
been peifdctly right in deciding that the 
Manitoba eobool law of 1890 is conBtitutional, 
and also jaat as right in deciding that nnder 
it the minority which considered itself 
aggrieved by its provisions had the right to 
appeal against it to the Governor-Qeneral 
in-ConncU. 



SOMEWHAT SUBDUED. 

The temporary editor of tho Times in yes- 
terday's number figures before the pnblio 
without hie oap and bells, and we must con- 
fess that he is improved by the change. He 
il, however, still a little flighty and not 
exactly as disingenuous as he might be. 
There is, too, method In his frivolity. He 
confesses to being too depraved and too 
stupid to. i^e the oonneotlon between hard 
times and free trade. Weil, perhaps he ie, 
hut he is not so fearfully demoralized and ao 
incomprehensibly obtuse as not to see that 
hard times and many other evils have onme 
npon Great Britain, although it baa had 
Ires trade for fifty years. It is to tbia that 
we desired to direct attention. The Vic- 
toria free traders declare that proteotlon haa 
been the cause of the hard times In Canada 
and of almost every other ill with which the 
Dominion ia afiliotod. We have reminded 
onr readers that hard times, want of em- 
ployment, atrikes, and all the other 
phenomena of the prevailing depreesioBi are 
seen in Great Jjritain in a much more aggra- 
vated form than they are to be found in this 
ODuntry. If our volatile and versatile cou- 
temporary can apply his rcductio cul ab- 
uttrdum to these facts — for they cannot be 
laid to be arguments — he is quite weloome. 

He is simply beating the air or trying to 
deceive the readers of the Times when he 
controverts a statement that we did not 
make. We never stated or insinuated that 
free trade was the cause of the hard times, 
we never said that British free trade was not 
the best policy for the British, bat what we 
did say and what we do say is that it is a 
very absurd thing to try to persuade the 
people of this Dominion to adopt British 
free trade as their commercial policy. The 
funny man of the Times in hia serioua man- 
ner recrets that he has arrived at a conclu- 
sion at variance with ours. We are quite at 
a loss to see what his conclusion is nnleas it 
is that trade depression and hard timea visit 
every civilized country under the aun, no 
matter what form of government it has, or 
what commercial policy it purauoa. Thia la 
the logical conclusion of hIa argument, and 
we freely admit that it is sound, 

NOT OONTRADIOTORT. 

It is maintained by some who cannot have 
studied the Manitoba aohool question very 
olosely, that the judgments of the Judicial 
Committee of the Privy Counoil on the aub- 
jeot are contradictory. They hold that be- 
oauBO tho first doeisiou was in favor of Mani- 
toba and the second decision, as they con- 
aider, against the Province, the decisions do 
not agree. But anyone whb looks olorely 
into the matter will see that there is no dis- 
agreement between the first deoision and tho 
second decision. The questions submit- 
ted to the Committee In the two 
cases are aitoguthor different. On the 
first caso the principal, in faot' the 
only material question, whiob the Committee 
had to decide was — had the minority in 
Manitoba separate schools at the time of tho 
Union? If they had, the School law was 
^dira viru, if they had nob, then the Logla- 
lature of Manitoba was competent to enact 
any Uw respeotiBf{ ednoation that the 
majority believed to be suitable to the oir- 
cnmstances of the oonntry. 

The question which the Committee hsd to 
consider when the second case was sab- 
mittod to thor.1 was — have the Roman 
Cutholioa of Manitoba a grievonoo '.' Thoy 
hod under the law of the province separate 
Bohools for nineteen years. Had they a 
cause of oomplainb when the legislature, 
•gainst their will, abollahed their aohools 
and compelled thorn to pay for tho Bupporb 
of aohools of whicli thoy did not approve 
and to which thoy could nob with a good 
oonscionoo Bond thoir children ? 
' The reader sees that tho questions to be 
considered were very different. It mnsD be 
remembered that the dlasatlsfied minority 
In Manitoba are not obliged to accept any 
school law which the legialaturo 
might see fib .to enact. A spo- 



NOT ANSWBRBD. 



The free trade ooDuomlsts of the Times 
exhibit a strange reluctance to answer a 
plain and practioai question plainly. When 

asked to solvo the problem propounded by 
tho Nelson Tribune thoy have nothing to 
say, A duty on lead is necessary to enable 
the Kootenuy silver miners to carry on their 
business profitably. But the free traders of 
the Times condemn taxes upon Imports for 
the sake of fosteriog and protecting native 
industry. Here in their own province there 
is an industry, and an important industry 
that requires to he protected. Will they unite 
in the demand that it shall be protected, or 
honestly tell the silver and lead miners that 
they must carry on their Industry without 
proteotlon or abandon It altogebhet? Neither 
the eoonomists nor their organ have the 
frankness or tho courage to tell the miners 
what they would do in this specific ease. 

This reticence is easily understood. If 
they tell the Kootenay miners that they 
need not expect anything from them or 
their party in the way of protection, they 
know that they will nob gob the support of 
the miners ab tho nexb general election. 
And they want votes very badly in- 
deed. If they came out straightforwardly 
and said : " The miners must not expeot pro- 
tection in any shape or form from the Liberal 
party. We are opposed to protection on 
principle and cannot make an exception of 
the workers in the Kootenay mines," though 
people might dieapprove of their policy they 
would respect their honesty. But when 
they refuse to tackle the problem and 
continue to deal in generalities, and even to 
quibble and shoflie, they cannot fall to incur 
tho contempt of intelligent peraona who be- 
lieve in fair dealing. 

We see that on the quostion of protection 
to the farmers the Timea pursues 
the same policy of silence and 
shnfHing. When asked by the News- 
Advertiser : '* Will not the carrying out 
of Mr. Liurier and Sir Richard Cartwright's 
policy of Free Trade as thoy have it in ICag- 
land invofve the withdrawal of that pro- 
tection to tho farmers of British Columbiit 
which they now enjoy under the National 
Policy, and so expose them to the competi- 
tion of the cheap prodnots of Washington ?" 
it did not answer this very plain and very 
simple question at once, plainly and directly. 
The answer, auoh aa it was, was a long time 
in coming, and when it did come it was in- 
volved, indirect and ambiguous. 

The way in which the free trade econo- 
miats answer praotioal questions on .the 
subject of Mr, Laurier'a trade policy re- 
mind!! ua of tho way in which boya 
who have boon badly taught behave when 
examined by a person who has never aoen 
their text book but who thoroughly under- 
stands the subject. His questions, though 
simple enough, completely bewilder the 
well crammed youngsters. Thoy answer 
wildly and generally absurdly. Whon 
asked afterwards how it was thoy did bo 
badly, tlioy say, with a whino, " Those 
quoBtiona were not in our book," Take 
their book from our psrb and priggish 
economists and ask them praotioal questions 
in which the principloa of true political 
economy are involved, and thoy aro all at 
sea. Sometimes thoy do not find it conveni- 
ent to anawor ab all, and at othera thoir 
answeiB are amusing speoimena of evasive 
rigmarole. However, their little devices 
will nob avail them, for it can easily be seen 
that under the Laurier polioy both the 
miners and the farmers of the Province are 
to be sacrificed. 



Finance Minister was right, but the figures 

he cited when examined ahow that he was 
not quite as disingenuous as he de- 
sired his hearers to believe him to be. 
When the fignrea are looked into it will bo 
aesn that nearly the whole of tho increase 
tank place while his opponsntn were in 
power, and that while hlF party had the 
direction cf aiTairs the savings bank de- 
posita were almost stationary. From 1868 
to 1S73, while Sir John Maodonald was in 
power, the aavingB bank depiaita increased 
from §1,687,807 to §6,115,221, From 1874 
to 1878 .the.depoaita increased from $7,210c 
260 to $8,497,013. The reader sees that 
undor the four years of Conaorvatlvo rule 
tho savings bank dopoaita iuoroaaed nearly 
four millions and a half, while in 
the four years of Grit misrule the 
increase was very little over one million. 
Immediately after the Conservativea ob- 
tained the management of tfie public affairs 
of the Dominion thesaviogabankdepoaitB be- 
gan to increase again at a rate that is truly 
aurprising. In 1879 they were §9,209 083 
and in 1883 they had risen to $36,219,107, 
an inoroase of §17,011,424 or considerably 
more than four millions a year. Compare 
this with the $1,286,953 or $321,688 a year 
in the four years of tho Grit regime. In the 
next four years the increase was almost as 
aurprialng. In 1884 the deposits were §29,- 
217,530 and in 1888 they had mounted up to 
§41,391,058, on increase of §12,153,522. 

In order that our readers may see at a 
glance how the aavinga bank deposits have 
increased, we loy before them the following 
atatemont, takon from the ofBolal returns :

AN INDIOATION OF PROGRESS. 

Hir Richard Cartwripht himself main- 
tained that tho increase of the deposits in 
the aavings banks is a sure indioatlon of the 
prosperity of a people as well as of' their 
thrift and their frugality. In his budget 
epeech cf 1877 he said : 

I find that the general increase in various 
matters whioh are usually oonsldered reliable 
signs of the'advanoe of the popniation in 
wealth hive been very marked during that 
period. For Instance . .. . the deposits in 
the government savings banks have in- 
creased from $1,686,000 to $7,178,000, an in-

,'!,000, and every square foob was occupied. 

Mrs. Baklow, of Taooma, an interesting 
speaker and a lady prominent among the 
repreaentative Theosophists of the Paoifio 
slope, lectured to a Victoria audience Sun- 
day evenhig on " Immortality." The ques- 
tion " if a man die shall he live again?" 
waa answered nnhesitatinitly in the affirma- 
tive, the lady leotursr in her introducory 
remarks holding that " man shall certainly 
live again, for death on the phf aioial plane 
ia life on a higher plane where the germs of 
spiritual self-oonaoiouBneas are revived — 
where all Iho Ego may gather as the result 
of tho interaction of spirit and matter is 
garnered. The groat God of the Univerao 
is uncondlbionod — therefore not concoivablu 
bo finite minds. Anything conditioned is 
limited as the conditions may determine. 
At death we throw off conditions and take 
on immortality. ' In hor peroration, Mrs 
Barlow hold thab " wo are now making our 
onnditiona for tho next earth life, E:ich 
man ia reaping juat whut ho haa sown in a 
paati lifo. One short life io not taken to 
condemn a soul for all otornity, Mich eoul 
oapablo of an unaultish uc! ia cnt-illod to a 
degree of heavenly real. Men can uud do 
beur niediooro mind, injuntico, poverty, and 
ttU iho ilia to wliich the ilsah ia heir. It is 
not the living but the enigma of life itaclf 
that is the burden. Everything that cxislu 
is a product of the oct;ivity of spirit and tho 
higher science la the one by which man 
learns to know tho link which ooonecta 
spiritual intolligenco with corporeal form. 
Tho thread of eternal life ia nevor broken, 
which dutorminoa tho queatiou if tho con- 
tinuity of cauae and elTeob many be broken 
until we have baoom^p one wich the iofiaite 
nature and by reason of that nature have 
trauBoended the limits of conditions."

Thci reciprocity treaty of IHoi Wiiu tli- 
Bnlt of the third attempt by (Juoadii to etftct 
an arrjngomout for p: eforentiitl trudo rcln- 
tioua with the Unittil Kti*t£8. It who ubro- 
gated by the \\'i;Bhin«ton govertUDOiic on 
the firac poBflb'n rppori unity. Thia uotion 
WB8 taken in spite of iho ournoat elTorta of 
the governmenta cf Cun&dis, Now Bruna- 
wick and Nova Sootin, which ended in aoad- 
ing a deputation to W^ehingtou to urge tho 
A oontinnancrf^of the apircement) which liad, It 
was olaimedi been found cf benefit; to bath 
ooantriea. That deputation oonsiatcd of 
Meaari. Gait (Sir A. T.), Howland, Smith 
and Henry, and the outcome of ita efforts 
waa a memorandum in which theee gontlo- 
men deolired that they were reluctantly 
brought to the conclusion that the Congrea- 
■ional Committee of VS'aya. and Means " no 
longer deairo the trade between tbo two 
oountriea to be oarrled on upon tho 
{il|noipIe8, of reciprocity." Tho treaty 
oeamd to have effect in 186U, and immo 
diately afterwards Lord Buaoell made 
overtnrea to the United Statea government 
oa bebaU of Canada for ita renewal, but, 
like the efforts of Measra. Galb, Howland, 
Smith and Henry, tboy were of no effect. 
The belief that reolproolty with the United 
Statea waa very important, if not easential, 
to Canada's commeroial proaperlty waa 
strong in the pnbliu mind, however, and in 
18GS ihero waa embodied in the Dominion 
atatutea proviaions for a renewal of tl:e 
arrangemoot of 1834. This notion paaaed 
unnoticed at Washington. In 1869, again, 
the British miuiater to the United Statea, 
at tho instance of the Canadian government, 
brought tho matter btfore tho i.uthoritiea at 
Washington, and Sir John Rose wont to 
that city to press it. So futilo were liia 
efforta, and ao little attention did the 
United States government givo to him, 
that President Grant reported to con 
greaa that "tho oonvoroatious iu te 
lation thereto which had been held 
were too informal to be made tho aubjeob of 
an official roport." In tho cogotlationa of 
1871, ariaicg in coianootion with the Atlantic 
fishery commission (tho truth in regard 
which is very forcibly told in tho recently 
issued Life of Sir John Maodonald), a pro 
poaal that) salt, coal and fiah, tho product of 
the two notions, should ba admitted free re- 
ciprocally into each wui made and dia;!U38ed, 
and abandoned through tho aotion of the 
United Statea repreeentalivea. They could, 
they declared, " hold out no hope that the 
Congreas tf the Unitod Statea would glveila 
conaeot to any extended plan of rooiprocixl 
free admission of tho products of the two 
oountriea." Iq 1873 a somewhat novel in- 
terest waa excited on behalf of the recipro- 
city idea, when tho Unitod Statea National 
Board of Trado memorialized Congreaa to ap- 
pointaoommissiou to investigate the question. 
Khongh the intimation waa maao that 
Canada would acqaieaoe in any reaaonable 
arrangement, Confess paid as little atten- 
tion to the repreeentations of United Statea 
citizens aa it waa in the habit of paying to 
those cf Canada and Gteat Britain. In 
1874 there seemed for some time a prospect 
that the mnoh soagfab arranfjemenb might be 
made. Mr. Maotcenzie sent Hon. Georgo 
Brown to Waebington and he met from the 
government there a favorable reception. A 
treaty was drawn up, only to be rt-jeoted iu 
secret Bcsaion by a senate in politiual sym- 
pathy with the adminiatratlon. In 1S78 
tho Canadian parliomenb embodied in 
tho tariff act an off-jr of reciprocity in 
a considerable number of articles ; but, 
aa in tho case tf a former offer of tho 
aamo kind, no notice was taken of it. 
In 1887 Sir Charles X'upper made an offer of 
reooprooity to tho United States in connec- 
tion with the negotiationa then going on in 
regard to the Atlantic fiaherioa ; but tho 
U S. oommiaaionera would not even ask 
from the Preaident power to oonsidor tho 
proposal, and the arrangement in regard to 
the privilegea of U.S. fiahermen in Canadian 
waters wae ignominiously rejected by the 
senate, as had been the Krown treaty. In 
1891 Sir John Thompson went to Washing- 
ton, in pursuanoc of ao undirjtanding with 
Mr. Blaine, then aeoretary of state of the 
United States, and found that President 
Harrison had gone on a political tour, and 
was too bnsy to bother about Canada's trade 
affairs. 

Canada haa fourteen times intimated her 
readiness to make a reoiproeal trade ar- 
rangement with her ^.neighbor. Oaoa only 
WBB a treaty made, and at the earliest pea- 
aible moment the United States denounced 
and abrogated it. Governments of both 
political stripes, and coalition governniente, 
in Canada have alike sought and failed to 
get reciprocity from Washington. It has, 
in fact, beooino a settled policy on thn pirt 
of those who control the uSiira of tho Uni- 
ted States to have no reciprocity with Can- 
ada on terms that Cuntdi could accept. 
Mr. Blaine, when he waa secretary of state, 
plainly intimated that Canada could got tho 
free benefit of iho United States market 
only by becomiug politically part and par 
col of tho Uoiced Slates. Ho would not 
then consider Cinudi'a reciprocity ctler bo- 
cause is contemplated tho oxlen- 
aion to tho goods cf Great Brit- 
ain of tho advantagca to bo extended 
under the Buggested arrangemcn!; to 
Ihoso of tho Uoited States. Ho reported 
that " it Bsemed to bu impossible for Iho 
Canadian govornnieni:, in viow of ita present 
political relations aud obligations, to extend 
to American goods a preferential treatment 
over thoee of other countries. As Canada 
was a part of tho British Empire they did 
not consider itcompotcnt for tho Dominion 
government to enter into any commercial 
agreement with tbo Unitod States, from the 
banefiti of which Gteat Britain and its colon- 
ies wonld be excluded." President Harriaon, 
in a mesBBge to oongroas in June, 1802, 
speaking of reciprocity with Canada, said ; 
" A treaty that sbeuid be reolprooal in fact 
and of mntnal advantage, roust neoessarlly 
have embraced an important list of manu- 
fftclared articles, and have seonred to the 
U lited States a free or favored in roduo- 
tlon of these articles into Canada aa 
BHainat the world." " The world " includes 
Groat Britain, and even if Canada were 
ready to accept tho Unitod Stales' pouilion 
and nogotiato on a baaia that would mean 
giving a foreign nation's goods a preference 
over lhoii:3 from tho Mother country which 
protoolH us — and «'hioh haa ropoatodly pro- 
tooted ua ugaiuBl United States aggros^iou — 
there is cot tiio nlightest assurance that any- 
thing would cotiin of it. Tho recoiproci'.y 
clauses ( f tho McKInley tariff law were not 
meant to inoludo Canada in their acnpr. 
While Mr. HIainf, who designed thoni, w. a 
Bocrolary ot ntiito of tho United Siat(«, lie 
would not nrgntiiiio wllh Caniulii under 
them, thouj>h ho did with all tho second 
rate powora of South and Central Amorica, 
not! ono of whom buys from tho United 
States anything proporticnato to Canada's 
imports from the republio. The idea is 
strong iu tho United States that Canada can 
be frozan into annexation. It; waa behind 
the abrogation of tho treaty cf 1851. It 
was behind tho McKinloy bill. It was seen 
in the oontemptnoua treatment of the Cana. 
dlan delegates In 1891. It has had a new 
birtli of late, dne largely to the work of 
Parrer and Wiman, and somewhat to the

ism of their own people. It hud c.Kprea- 
alon only laob month in an article 
by Andrew Cirncgic, a decational- 
izcd British aubjeot, whioh haa been 
widely and favorably epokcn cf in 
tho United Statea. Tho Democrats are on 
prinoiple opposed to reciprocity treaties. 
They abrogated last year the olauBCS of the 
tariff law under which the Ulaino arrange- 
menta bad been made. The Bepublicane 
are oppoaed on principle to reoiprooity trea- 
tiea with Canada except on conditions that 
would discriminate against Great Britain, 
and would practically hand this country over 
commercially bound to the United States. 
No one who baa atudied tho history of past 
reoiprooity negotiationa can believe that 
their renewal would reanlt In any good to 
Canada. No one who has studied this his- 
tory and listens to the promiaea to secure re- 
oiprooity that the Liberals are making; in 
some parts of the obnntry ban believe that ■ 
thejAire meant for any bnt deceptive par- 
poses. 

CIVIC AFFAIRS. 

To Tnx Eon'OH :— Alderman MactniUan 
has given notice of motion to roduco tho 
engineer's staff und to employ an engineer 
at $170 per month. If thia change is due 
to desire for economy, the object might bo 
bettor met by reduction of tho salaries of 
the aldermen themselvos. When will these 
men leorn wisdom ? In tho present city en- 
glnoer wo have a thoroughly competent, 
hard-working and honest ofliuial. Wo have 
only had such an ono, ao far ua I remember, 
for the past thirty years, and he lef li to bet- 
tor himself, prompted, no doubt, also by the 
inadequate salary and general annoyance on 
tho part of tho ever chaDglog authorities. 
One result of tho proposed ohango will be 
tho loss ot tho knowledge and experience in 
the work of his ofiice, whioh Mr. Wilmot 
haa acquired during tho past few monthj, 
and whioh the cow incumbent will have to 
acquire, not without loss of valuable time. 
The qaeation which ooncerna tho ratepayers 
moat la, apart from tho folly and injustioe of 
the proposed move. Can an equally capable 
man be engaged at the salary mentioned!" 
I for one do not think ao. Wagea have 
been Bteadily going up for the past lavr 
years. I have seen men breaking atone 
with hammera quite lately, and with 
"Jumbo" and the rock crusher close at 
hand, who made S2.25 a day, and yet Al- 
derman Macmillan is so ignorant of profes> 
aional qnalifioationfl aa to expeot to get the 
services of a duly qualified en|;iaeer at the 
salary mentioned. And to emphasize ita 
absurdity he, as one of tho council, aotnally' 
agreed to pty two hydraulic experts $100 a 
day each to examine and report upon the 
filter bed plans ! I wonder, by the way, 
whether tho conncil will grasp the import- 
ance of that portion of tho report which 
treats cf tho inadeqaaoy of tho gathering 
ground, and the " hoad, " and accept the 
advice of tho experts aa to an examination 
of these points, before expending about 
§100,000 on the worka. Incre:ised popula- 
tion will require more water, and wo know 
that the limit of two million gallons a day 
is all that we have. All these questions 
show the folly of leaving their aolution in 
the hands of snob scratch teams as are 
always sent to the council board of Vic- 
toria. Is it not time that tho public works 
were taken away from them and put in the- 
hands of those able to deal with them t

.AddrCBB »f the Chairman and Discussion at 
the Annaal Meeting. 

The following report of the procfledlnga 
at the annual meeting of the above inBtitu- 
tlon is condeuBed from the Money Market 
Review, London, of March 9 ; — 

The fifty-ninth yearly general meeting of 
the proprietorB of the lUuli of British North 
America was held at the offioe of the cor- 
poration, 3 Clement's lane, Lombard iitreec, 
on Tuesday, under the preBidenoj of Mr. G. 
D. Whatman. 

The Secretary, Mr. A. G. WalHs, having 
read the notice convening the meeting. 

The Chivirman said : Gentlemen, it has 
fallen to my lot on this oooaaion to move the 
adoption of the report and balance sheet, 
and, in doing so, to ofTer you aomo explana- 
tions of the contents of that reporc. Ac 
the itiat nifjetlng in September you will re- 
member thiit a diminished profit, and there 
foro a diminished divodand, woa reported 
to you, unci those who wore present at that 
niootinc, or who read the chairman's speecb, 
must, 1 think, have felt no very groat sur- 
prise wlien they found, by tlio report which 
has lately been circulated, that the profits 
earned during the last half of ISOi showed 
a very conniderablo falling off from 
the amount earned in 1S93, and I 
think 111 must have come still less as a aur 
prise to those of you wlio are convorsont 
with what has been the state of trade and 
the state of the money market botlf here 
and in Amorici during the paat year. I am 
afraid I am only repeating what you must 
have heard or read lately over and over 
again, even ad nuuaoam, in the apceohea of 
bank ohalrmen during the past few weeks, 
when I try bo put before you oomo of the 
cauaea whioh have been at work and which 
have resulted in our being compelled to de- 
clare a so greatly dlminiibed dividend on 
this oooaaion. Firab of all. I would point 
out thai) onr earning power in Canada and 
the United Statea baa been enormoaaly de- 
creaaed by the wholesale depreaaion per- 
vading every trade and indnatry, and that 
ttaia depraaaion haa cow oontinned for a 
very oonaiderable length of time. The re- 
porta whioh we reoeive from time to time 
from onr general manager, and from the 
managera of oar varioua branohes, fully 
hear this out, nob in Canada only, but also 
in Now York and San Franolsoo, in 
whioh cities we have agenolos. Our 
managers and agenta report unanimously that 
it has been more diffioult than ever to em- 
ploy the funda ontrustod to them profitably 
and safely, even at reduced rates; and that, 
owing to the morkod dooreaae in exports to 
Europe, there has not been as much ex- 
change offoring as usual, while the compe- 
tition to obtain what has been offered has 
had theeffoctof raising the rates, and there- 
fore decreasing the amount of profit arising 
from this department of our business. The 
managers of some of our largest branohoa re- 
port on the psralyaia which haa fallen on the 
commercial world, and the steady decline in 
value of the masa of ataplo oommoditiea, 
thereby rendering bueinesa largely unro- 
munerativo ; and also the decline in rates 
for adviuoes, which have fallen in some oases 
from about 6 per cent, to about 4 per cent., 
while the ratea whiolj we have to allow on 
depoaits are only very' slightly lowoi' than 
formerly. This being the atate of affiira in 
the coantry in whioh wo do business, I think 
it ia evident that to have launched out at all 
in making advances, or to have endeavored 
in other ways outside the ordinary oourae of 
our business to improve our profits, 
would inevitably have entailed greater 
risks, and as inevitably in the end 
a conaidorable harveat of lossea and bad 
debts. A time when traders are all fall of 
atocka which they nob only oannob aell, but 
bob the mackeb value of which they see con- 
tinaally deolining, ia nob a tivao in which 
we ahoald go onb of our way to make new 
advancea. Helping deaerving onatomera in 
timeaof diffionlly ia quite another thing, 
and that we have been ready to do aa much 
aa ever. Then, again, with regard to the 
employment of onr reaervea. B)th in New 
York and in London, whioh are our great 
centrea of the employment of moat of oar 
reaervea, and the placea where we keep onr 
call and short dated money, we have been 
earning next to nothing. In New York the 
average rate that we have received during 
1894 haa been only a little more than IJ 
per cent., against an average of 5J per cent, 
in 1893. The rates in London have alio 
been, aa you are all aware, at record-low 
prices during the whole of 1894, the Bank 
of England rate having been 2 per cent, and 
the rats for money at call and short notice 
at a still lower figure — both of lliom rocord- 
low prices fora whole year. Wo have alwaya 
— and I imagine that no shareholder would 
wish ua to do otherwise — we have always 
kept our available reserves at a high figure, 
and certainly the past year has not bean a 
time when it would have been wise to de- 
part from that policy. No one could possi- 
bly advocate the depletion of our 
resorvee, which are the foundation of 
uU credit, in order to make a 
little extra profit in times such 
as we ore passing through — times which no 
lesi an authority than tho High Commia- 
aloner for Canada characterized tho other 
day OB " unprecedented." The view of this 
board haa always been to keep our reserves 
as high, and our aosota aa liqu'd, as possi- 
ble, and we have no intention of changing 
that policy under existing circumstuncea. 
I would remind you that the connection 
between Canada and the United Statca ia ao 
cloae, and the intereaba of trade between tho 
two countriea are ao oloaely interwoven that 
when the United Statea are aiok and anffer- 
log, it is impossible to expect that Canada 
should not anffer alao. So that it oomea to this 
— it ia not the fault of oar banking bualneaa ; 
oar bualneaa ia carried on on the aame sound 
and aafe lM>ea that have alwaya regulated it, 
and oar bnaineaa generally la aa good und 
sound aa it ever was ; buD lb ii the present 
unfortunate state of the oonntry In which 
our business lies, or rather the oonditiona of 
liuanco and trado prevailing in that country, 
that aro tho causes of tho present deoroase 
in profits. I will now make i\ few 
remarks of a more particular char- 
acter on tho Bubjoot of tho accounts 
whioh are hcforo you. The net profit for 
tho year l.SOl amounts to i;4l,5S7, agiinst 
.<;7G.131 at tho end of 1893, This after pro- 
vidingfor all bad anddoubtfuldobtE.audlcan 
assure you that we do, and always have, put 
tho knife in aa do*ply as is required in this 
respect. Of course, during tho year there 
have boon bad debts, but thoy have been 
scatteicil, and have, I believe, been fully 
provided for. I state this because I am 
aware that aomo people have, and porhapo 
very naturally so, attribnted the smaller 
dividend which wo propoae to pay to losses 
in Newfoundland. That ia an erroneous im- 
prcesion, for the amount of loss which we 
shall make there will not, I believe exceed 
£2,000, and arose only through tho pur- 
chase of bills of exchange upon firms in this 
country which were compelled to suspend 
payment owing to the failure of tho New- 
foundland banka. Many yeara ago we bad 
a branch there, bub lb waa oloaed lit 1857. A 
few years ago it waa reprea^nted to ua that 
we might do well by opening a branoh 
again.' We therefore sent one of onr nioat 
experienced and reliable offibers to New* 
• foandland to report to ,na on the a'ubjeob, 
nnd^the. reault Waa ' that we' oamb - to 
th^ oonolnaion it would not be ' ' ad- 



visable to recommence doing business 
there ; and 1 think events have proved 
that we were right. To go back to 
the aooouDts, with ao small an amount of 
profit available for distribution, there were 
only two courses open to us, either to pay a 
reduced di'.'idend, or to take a considerable 
sum from our published reserves, and I feel 
sure you will approve our action in taking 
the former of these two alternativeB, Tho 
credit of every bank depends upon the main- 
tenance of its reserves, and I f jr one, under 
Euch oircumstanoes as tho present, should bo 
very loth to see them reduced in order to 
pay a lirger dividend. Everyone who holds 
bank shares must know or ought to know 
that aa in every other trade there oro ojoles 
of good and of bad times, whioh must aiTeot 
the profits of every institution, and I there- 
f )ro venture to think that you will aupport 
tho oourae wo have adopted on this oooaaion. 
There ia another item in the accounts to 
which I will draw your attention, 
beoBuae at these meetings we have 
sometimea. heard ,. friendly orlticiams 
on the ' SBaall araoanb of our 
iaveated funds. Our InveatmentB now 
amount to £313.035. sgainab £161,455 at 
thia time Uatyear. Wo still hold onr Con 
sola at 90, which is a good feature in onr 
balacce ehoet, and the other investments 
are composed of Canadian railway deben- 
tures, Cinadlan mnoloipal bonds, and bonda 
of the United States Qovornmont, tho larg- 
est amount, being in the latter seourity. I 
should like also to point out to you the 
strong position of the bank with respecii to 
the liquid nature of our assets. Our current 
and deposit accounts, together with our oir- 
culation, amount to £-J.230,000. Wo have 
cash and abort notice mouoy, bills whioh 
could bo diacountod at au hour's notice, and 
aeouritioa which wo could realize in alinoat 
aa short a time aniountiug to over £2,350,- 
000, 00 that our inirnodiiitoly arailablu uuaota 
boar a proportion of over lOO por cent, to 
those liabilities to tho public whioli I havo 
mentioned, and I may add that those figures 
represent the normal state of the 
bank during the year, and are 
not in any way manipulated in 
order to make a good show at tho times 
of preparing tho balance sheet. Tho ahare- 
holdera will probably have seen with regret 
a notloo which appeared in tho papers 
towards tho end of tho year to the cffuct 
that our excellent and highly eateemed 
general manager, Mr. R. R. Grindley, hud 
resigned his post, and that wo had appointed 
Mr, Stlkoman general manager in hla place. 
I may tell yon that thIa atop hud been in 
contemplation for some time, in conse- 
quence of Mr, Grlndley'a own desire to be 
relieved from his dntiea after forty years of 
devotion to the bank's aervloe, and we 
therefore two years ago moved Mr. Scike- 
man, who had been onr acrent In Now Yoik, 
to Montreal, so that ho might bo able to 
acquaint himself with tho duties of general 
manager, and might bo ublo to etep into 
that post on Mr. Grindloy'a retirement. We 
have every coufidenoe in Mr. Stikeman, and 
thoueh parting very regretfully with Mr. 
Grindley, we feel sure that in our new 
general manager we have a strong and ex- 
perienoad man, who enjoya the confidence 
and eateem of every One who knows bim on 
both aidea of ,the Atlantio, I will not de- 
tain you, gentlemen, with any farther re- 
marks, bub will now formally move the 
adoption .of the report. 

Mr, Henry B. Farrar aesonded the resola- 
tion, 

Mr, Lewia a&id it waa quite true that 
there waa . depreaaion in Canada, aa the 
chairman had stated, bub that depression 
had not affected the Canadian banka to the 
extent it had afftioted this bank. They had 
paid tho usual dividends, he thought, with 
one exception, and had added materially to 
their reserves, He waa afraid that the Can- 
adian business waa dropping away from thi8 
bank, and tho directors bad been relying too 
muoh on tho profita made in the United 
States. When moni-y got tight in New 
York orders wont to tho geoeriil manager to 
stop discounts at the local branohea, be- 
cause the company was uilng tho fundo at 
New Vork to bettor advantage. He 
thought this policy In years past 
had had the effect of driving the 
Canadian bu.siiieaa away from the bank, 
beoauao thoy had not boon ready to respond 
to tho demands of tho customers of the bank 
at tho time when they needed assistanco. 
He thought another element of woaknees 
Wi> the position of tho bank, whioh, of 
oourie, waa unavoidable. The local banks 
were very nutiioroua, and tho atockholdera 
no doubt did business with tho banka with 
which they were oonnoctod. There wa^ 
nothing to keep thia bank In touch with tho 
mercantile community, except the general 
manager, who, altar all, waa only a human 
being, tie thought, therefore, it waa a mis- 
take that the bank did nob have an adviaory 
board In Montreal, Th«ae remarka, he 
added, were not made in a hostile aplrit, 

Mr, M. Powell anggeated that a report of 
the proceedings ahouid be printed and oir- 
oulated amongst the shareholders for the 
benefit of those who could not 
attend tho meeting. Ho exprotsed the 
hope that tho proprietors might 
rely on what tho chairman had stated, that 
there wore uo unusuul bad debts, btc iuno 
some years ago thoy had to write off CSO.UOO 
for bad debts in the lumber trade. He hud 
learuod with groat sutiafaction that the 
charter had been renewed, but ho undor- 
s-ood that theru was some general scheme 
afloat for all banks in Cauadu, and ho would 
bo glad to kno w if tho dlreotora had any idea 
aa to what would happuu when tho charter 
expired iu six years. 

The Chairman, in reply said he was 
afraid he could nob give Mr. Powell any 
definite information now about the oburior. 
The matter would oome before the directors 
in due course, and he would rather not 
prophesy about what he really did not 
know, Mr, Powell bad asked whether 
there were any unuaual bad debta which the 
dlreotora feared might cause a large 
turn to be taken from tho raaervo 
fund hereafter. He could asauro tho pro- 
prUtors, as he bad already aaid, that the 
directors had put the knife in aa deeply ua 
he thought waa required, and be did not 
autiulpate that hereafter they would bo 
o»lled upon to pay for any dobtu which wore 
hanging over thorn. Tho report of the 
chairman's speech on these occasions wus 
always printed and circulated amongst the 
ihareholdors, tbo diroutora having no wish 
to conceal anything. Mr. Lowia bad aug- 
geated that there abould bo an advisory 
board in Citoada.

Ald. Willia.ms would be willing to have 
the resolution laid over if tho ealimntoa 
were taken up at once, but otherwieo ho 
would vote for it going throvgh now.

tho amendment was carried on the following 
division :

VIBB ALARM WIRES. 

The electric light committee reparted 
that the apecifioations for the electric light 
work completion wontd soon be ready, and 
that tho Canadian General Electric Com- 
pany aro entitled to another 25 per cent, on 
their contract.

C. H. Siickola reported as follows to tho 
tiro v.'ardena : " Regarding the quantity of 
wire needed and cost of putting up thn earn 
for repairs to tho lire alarm systom, I beg to 
atttto that for tho reasons given in a former 
report tho old (ire alurm linoa aro not worUi 
repairing.

For thia purpose you will need \\\ miles of 
No. 10 B &.

Aa the line could 
follow existing polo linos nearly its entire 
length, only very few poles would 
rc(|uiro to bo sob — very probably 
loss than 50 poles. The insulators 
no n' in use on tho old city arc lighting oir 
ouits could bo used ab a considerable saving. 
Eatlmatod cost : 14.} miles wirn, $108 7 
putting up ab §70 pur milo, S9!)7 50 ; total, 
S1,49G 25. The old covered wire now in use 
(about three milea) would be needed to 
iuBtall bulla, replacing the bare wire now in 
uao ■" 

Ald. Macmillan said that though the 
line needed rebuilding tho people have re- 
fused to paaa tho fire by-law, so there are no 
funds available, 

Ald. Paktridoe objected to the chair- 
man of tho fire waidens (Aid.

ALASKA'S BOUWDAEY. 

The United States Wonld Win byNesotlation 
What the Surveys Show to fie 
Great Brltalo'i. 

Washington, March 23. — United States 
territorial rights In Alaska, aa agalnat Brit- 
ish claims there, have again been brought to 
tho attention of the state department, Un- 
der tho representations of American boun- 
dary commissions and Anglo-Canadian boun 
dary commission of lasb year, England luya 
claim to a largo and valuable portion of Al 
baka, both in the interior and on the sea 
board, which had previously been regarded 
aa American territory. Both of theoommia 
siona of survey came to very noarly th 
same conclusion regarding the quoations 
whloh they had bsen appointed to aettlo 
There were however diverse opinlona between 
them regarding certain matters which can- 
not be overlooked. The fundamehtal 
fact to be kept in mind regarding Alaska 
and the joint British and Amei^ioan aurvey 
of it is that the boundaries will not be 
finally settled until they have be'en made 
the subject of diplomatic negotiations be 
tween the governments at London and 
iVaahington under tho terma of the treaty 
of 1825 between Ruaeia and Great Britain, 
by which treaty our own righti must be do 
termined. 

Sinco the completion of tho survey it ia 
the negotiating authorities of the two powers 
that must attempt to determino the validity 
of their respective claims. In eo far aa thoy 
may conQiot, and the Eagliah doairo thab 
the line shall bo drawn so ua to croas aome 
of tho broad inlets in tho aouthwest, through 
which they o»n obtain direct accoaa to their 
own domains from tho sea, and near which 
they c»n establish fortiiioitiona that may 
yet be serviceable to cbem.
